Wiliam L. Cook says he received a letter 
from his brother yesterday stating that Dr. 
Cook left New York on the Caronia and ar- 
rived at Naples on Dee, 11. | 

Dr. Cook ts now in Christiansand, Norway, 
his brother adds, and probably will go to 
Copenhagen this week to appear before the

Verdict Against Explorer? . 

A verdict against Dr. Cook is reported to 
have been reached by the special committee 
of the Explorers club, which for more than 
two has had under way an investi- 
gation into his pretension to having scaled 
the peak of Mount McKinley in September, 
1906. 


The committee, of which Marshal H. Savills, 
professor of afcheeology at Cotumtia uni- 
versity, is the chairman, completed its. inves- 
tigation some days ago, and ite report has 
deen written and signed. The verdict, ac- 
cording to Prof. Saville, will be submitted to 
the directors of the Explorers’ club at a meet- 
ing next Friday. The directors were pre- 
pared to receive the report yesterday, but 
owing to the inability of several of them to 
attend the meeting was put over. 

While Prof. Saville would enter ito no dis- 
cussion of the committee's verdict, he did not 
make any denial when asked if the report 
was true that the decision would be unfavor- 
able to Dr. Cook. 


Club May Expel Cook. 
From another source information came that 
the committee had been unable to satisfy 
itself that the explorer’s assertion that he 
scaled Mount McKinley had been substanti- 
ated by any evidence obtainable. Exactly 
how far the committee will go in its adverse 
report it was impossible to learn. 
Inasmuch as there is now a strong senti- 
ment in the club ageinet Dr. Cook, it is re- 
garded as likely that if the committee reports 
decisively against him he will be expelied and 
his name stricken from the club records. 
Prof. Saville in refusing to reveal the ver- 
dict of the committees said he did so merely 
because it would not be courteous to the di- 
rectors of the club to give any advance infor- 
mation.

It will perhaps be found that he never made 
any observations. Certainly no original 
astronomical! observations were submitted 
at Copenhagen. It is to be inferred tnat he 
merely entered up the degrees and atautes 
ot latitude according to his own sweet will, 
adding the seconds when it seemed to him 
desirable. 
A charitable view will probably be taken 
and Dr. Cook dismissed with the courteous 
explanation that he has not established his 
claims to discovery of the pole. There is 
likely, however, to be a sequel in that case.

chief of engineers, on the question of the 
amount of money that would be needed for 
carrying out the government end of the work. 
Mr. Lorimer asked the engineer to prepare 
estimates of the cost, upon which he will base 
his request for congressional appropriation. 


Lorimer for Larger Locks. 

The internal improvement commission of 
Illinois recommended the construction of 
locks 600 feet long, 80 feet wide, and 20 feet 
deep. These would cost about $6,000,000, ac- 
cording to the senator. Mr. Lorimer thinks 
the locks ought to be as large as the new one 
at the Soo, 1,000 feet long, 110 feet wide, and- 
24 feet deep. He thinks they would cost not 
more than $7,500,000. 

When he gets the-@igures from the engineer 
the senator will have the appropriation at- 
tached to the river and harbor bill, and he 
thinks there will be no trouble in getting 
enough funds for the first year’s work—be- 
tween $500,000 and $1,000,000. If he can get 
the government started on the work Mr. 
Lorimer believes it will get the habit, and go 
on appropriating until the locks are finished. 

There are some who think the senator is 
due for a rude awakening, as it is generally 
believed there will be no river and harbor 
bill at this session. If he has to ask an ap- 
propriation in an independent bill there will 
be less chance of putting it through con- 
gress. 


Plan to Obstruct Deneen. 

The senator expects to start for Chicago 
tomorrow for his holiday/vacation. While 
there he will confer with his lieutenants !n 
the legislature on the program of obstruct- 
ing t Deneen waterway plan.

Conspiracy to Defraud Govern- 
ment Alleged in Idaho Action. 


CHICAGO MAN UNDER FIRE. 


Chief Witness in New York Prosecu- 
tion Threatened with Death. . 


Boise, Idaho, Deo. 20.—Five indictments on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment were returned here today by the federal 


| grand jury, which haa been investigating the 


affairs of the Great Western Beet Sugar 
company, a defunct corporation. The follow 
ing are named in the indictments: 

John H. Garrett, organiser of the ¢om- 
pany: 

W. C. Howrie, United States commissioner 
at Mountain Home, Idaho. 

Fred Daniels, K. J. Colthorp, and C. 4. 
Griffith. i 

The last three had been connected with the 
sales department of the company. With the 
exception of Garrett, who is said to be en- 
gaged in the real estate business in Chicago, 
all of those indicted live in Mountain Home, 

The reclamation of a large tract of land in 
the vicinity of Mountain Home, a work which 
was undertaken by the Great Western Beet 
Sugar company, was never brought to frui- 
tion, and, it is alleged, water was never given 
to lands taken up by settlers. A movement 
is now on foot to reclaim the tract under the 
Carey act. 


Parr Threatened with Death. 

New York, Dec. 20.—Threats of death by 
poison and violence against Richard Parr, 
the special treasury agent who unearthed 
the sugar frauds on the Williamsburg docks 
of the American Sugar Refining company, 
are contained in a letter given out by him to- 
night and received, he says, on Dec. 11, The 
letter follows: 

“The editor of the Sun died suddenly. Some 
prominent men in the custome died suddenly. 
You have been taken suddenly ill. Beware 
of poison. SuGcaR.” 

Mr. Parr was im fact taken suddenly iil 
during the recent trial of six former em- 
ployés of the company a day of two before the 
letter was written. His mess was supposed 
to be an affection of the nerves. 

Other letters received by him, he said to- 
night, contained threats of death and injury 
by violence. He had been told that he would 
be pushed off a subway platform in front of 
a moving train, and that he would be shot. 


Enters Plea of Not Guilty. 

Frnest W. Gerbracht, formerly general su- 
perintendent of refineries of the American 
Sugar Refinery company, indicted for con- 
spiracy to defraud the government out of 
duties on sugar, was arraigned in the United 
States Circuit court this morning. Ger- 
bracht’s counsel, Henry M. ackellar, entered 
a plea of not guilty.” 

Winfred T. Denison, associated with Henry 
L. Stimson as special prosecutor in the sugar 
cases, moved for Gerbracht’s arraignment, 
After the plea had been entered Judge Holt 
granted a delay of two weeks to give Ger- 
bracht a chance if he desired to withdraw 
the plea and enter a demurrer or make any 
other plea he wanted to. The bail of $10,007 
was continued for two weeks. 

The charge against Gerbracht is similar to 
the one that was made against Oliver Spitzer, 
dock superintendent for the trust, and 
against the checkers that were found guilty 
last Friday.

Visitors Busy in Chicago. 

Dr Murphy has prepared an extensive pro- 
gram for the foreign visitors. On their ar- 
rival from Washington he gave a luncheon 
at the University club, and then sent them 
to the Armour and Swift plants at the stock- 
yards, where Dr. Jonnesco remarked that 
“stovaine would be useless in so swift a

On Thursday evening he leaves for 
Rochester, where he will demonstrate at the 
Mayo hospital, thence going to Cleveland.

Dr. Victor L. Schrager, a former pupil of 
Dr. Jonnesco and assistant to Dr. Murphy, 
will act as interpreter at this morning e 
clinic, as the surgeon speaks only his native 
tongue and French. 


Jonnesco Reputed Millionaire. 

Prot. Jonnesco comes of an old Roumanien 
family, his secretary stated, and is easily a 
millionaire, He first studied law, but later 
took up medicine, from which he has no 
intention of retiring at the age of 40. He does 
not claim the discovery of stovaine, but 
does assert he discovered the proper ingredi- 
ent—strychnine—which was needed to make 
the anesthetic practical and harmless to the 
heart, lungs, and brain. 

Stovaine was first put on the market about 
1904 in Paris and the Roumanian experiment- 
ed with it in 1007 until July of the follow- 
ing year, when he found the solution he now 
uses. This he has not attempted to patent 
and his formula is given to the world. He 
himself has expended $10,000, it is said, in 
demonstrating the properties of stovaine. 
Moreover, he insists that he has never 
demonstrated his process except when asked 
and that of 758 cases at Bucharest during 
the last eighteen months not one death was 
reported or pein suffered. Of these cases 
847 were his own patients and the others 
were Handted by assistants. 

The firet demonstration Dr Jonnesco gave 
to the doubting world was at the interna- 
tional congress of surgery at Brussels in Oo- 
tober, 1908. Though ridiculed by press and 
profession his showing was #80 successful 
that he appeared by request before the Acad- 
emy of Medicine at Paris, convinced that 
body, and was elected a member. Then he 
went to England and lectured end demon- 
strated before the Royal Society of Surgery 
at London and the Seamen’s hospital at 
Greenwich. 


May Treat Even Heart Disease. 

Even the treatment of heart disease is not 
beyond the powers of benzolethyldimethyla- 
minopropanol hydrochioride—which is Dr, 
Jonnesco’s solution—and he confidently be- 
lieves it will supersede the use of ether, chlo- 
oform, and other anesthetics now in use. 
Stovaine proper was injected chiefly at the 
base of the spinal cord and was useful only 
for operations below the waist line, but the 
professor claims his discovery enables him to 
operate on a patient from head to feet with- 
out pain and with consciousness preserved 
By the Jonnesco system injections are made 
nearer the neck. 

For major operations, above the waist line, 
three-quarters of an hour is required for dis- 
appearance of the drug’s effect, whlle double 
that time is necessary in other operations. 

Five successful operations were performed 
at Philadelphia on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
following. eleven in New York, and the wide 
range of subjects gives an idea of the power 
of stovaine and strychnine. They were tumor 
of bladder, hernia, tumor of breast, resec- 
tion of the sympathetic ganglion for glau- 
coma, an original operation of Jonnesco for 
relieving the tension and size of the eye's 
pupil; and fracture of the lower jaw. 

Prof. Jonnesco numbers among his titles: 
Dean of the medical branch, professor of 
anatomy and surgery, and director of the 
Institute of Experimental Surgery of the 
University of Bucharest; member of the 
Academy of Medicine of Paris, member of 
the international commission of surgery, and 
several times has been honorary president of 
the congress of surgery, gynecology, and 
medicine.

SKETCH OF MADRI2Z’S CAREER. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20-—[Special.}]—Dr. 
José Madriz for more than a decade has been 
one of the distinguished public men of Nica- 
ragua. Through his forcefulness of charac- 
ter, his independence and his ability to handle 
questions of public policy he has done more 
than any other single individual to arouse 
national patriotism and to call attention to 


* 


4 the evils from which that benighted republic 


ie suffering. Although he has been charged 
with being a tool of Zelaya there are innu- 
merable evidences of his independence of 
the dictator. 

Madris has taken an active part in Nica- 
raguan affaire ever since his youth. He has 
led revolutions and has been exiled for his 
opposition to the government. Altogether, 
he probably is the most widely known pub- 
lic man in the republic, and he is especially 
popular with the masses. 

It was as judge of the Central American 
Court of Peace at Cartago, Costa Rica, that 
Madris has distinguished himself conspicu- 
ously. On this tribunal his decisions have 
been equally applauded and assailed. One 
faction charges him with proving himself 
in his decisions subservient to Zelaya, while 
the other faction contends that he stood for

Mexico and the United States prevented 
hostilities at that time, and out of that in- 
cident grew the conference at Washington to 
which Zelaya sent Madriz as a delegate. 


ONE ENTOMBED MINER SAVED; 
DEAD COMPANION BESIDE HIM. 


Two Others Trapped Seven Days Ago 
in Negaunee Workings Give Back 
Signals of Rescuers. .

Negaunee, Mich,, Dec. 20.—Frank Cob- 
dello. one of the four miners who were en- 
tombed in the depths of the Negaunee mine 
last Tuesday, was rescued alive tonigtt. He 
was found in a pocket behind the cave-in 
which had trapped him and Peter Mundi. 
The latter's dead body was beside Cobdello's 
barely conscious form. 

Victor Mattila and Peter Makki, Finns, are 
trapped farther back in the mine and the res- 
cuing party has established communication 
with them. Both arealive and strong and it is 
thought they will be extricated within a few 
hours. 

When Cobdello had been brought to the 
surface and revived he said Mundi had died 
two days ago. The rescued miner was rushed 
to a hospital and doctors hope to save his 
life, although he is weak from starvation and 
lack of water. 

It is supposed the trapped Finns had more 
food with them when the cave-in occurred 
than did Cobdello and Mundi, both of whom 
are Itallans. 

The men were caught just as they were 
about to be relieved last Tuesday morning. 
Cobdello estimates that his food and water 
gave out about 144 hours before he was res- 
cued. 

The men who brought Cobdello and Mundi’s 
body to the surface reported that the two 
Finns answered signals with faint rappings 
and appeared to be only a few hours digging 
away from rescue.

In case you were a woman of fing in- 
stincts, much intelligence, with a soft, earn- 
est voice, brown hair, two handsome boys,

What would you do 
with those papers if their preservation meant 
hat your boys would thereafter bear the 
‘stigma of dishonest parentage, and that their 
destruction saved your offspring from dis- 
grace, but sent a nica prematurely gray bank 
president, who was in love with you, to Sing 
Sing? But perhaps you do not go to the the- 
ater to have a mental conflict with yourself. 
It isn’t necessary, after all, to bother about 
it, Mr. W. J. Huribut, the playwright, will 
answer the question for you in The Fight- 
ing Hope“ You will touch a match to the 
papers, hold them in your hands until they 
are in ashes, and then you will faint. After 
a period of meditation you will regret your 
rash act, confess your misdeed to the bank 
president, and promise to go on tha witness 
stand much against his will and clear him. 
Then, if it works out according to the Hurl- 
but demonstration, you will: discover that 
your husband, whom you believed to be faith- 
ful, has been leading a man’s life with Rose 
Fanchon. an expensive adventuress; and he 
will shoot himself and permit you to be happy 
ever after. Somewhat immoral, perhaps, but 
undoubtedly unusual.

Born with defective sight.which became 
total blindness when she 8 years old, 
Miss Theodora J. Franksen yesterday was 
elected at the University of Chicago into the 
Phi Beta Kappa society for high scholarship 
average. Announcement of her success was 
made by President Judson at the University 
of Chicago's seventy-third convocation exer- 
cises. 


What is all the more remarkable, Miss 
Franksen is the first blind gir to receive such 
distinction at the university, and one of the 
few students to be so rewarded at the end of 
three years’ work. 

Miss Franksen, at her home, 5487 Monroe 
avenue, told the story of her struggle for an 
education under the handicap of loss of sight. 
She took her honors modestly, and insisted 
that her mother, Mrs. Mary Franksen, de- 
serves at least half of the credit. 

„% Yes, I owe a great deal to my mother,” 
she said. She has assisted me more than 
I can say. She has been 
and from school, and has given up many 
hours in reading my lessons to me. But for 
her patience I think I would not have been 
encouraged to continug my education at the 
university. 


Ambition Is to Help Others. 
“My ambition? O, that is to help those 
who are in the same position. As soon as 1 
tak 
inteid to devote the rest of my life to teach- 
ing the blind. I started in a school for the 
blind at Jacksonville, III., and worked up to 
the third year of highschool. But, of course, 
the system was different, and when I came to 
Chicago I\ was set back to the Haven gram- 
mar school, from which I graduated in eleven 
weeks.“ 
Miss Franken confessed that she had the 
highest mark in the class. 
Though she has heen a student three years 
less than the average person who takes a 
college degree, and was set back another 
three years when she changed from the 
school for the blind to the Chicago public 
schools, she is finishing two years younger 


ured as the average for University of Chi- 
cago graduates. 

Miss Franksen's father died three months 
before she was born and her mother passed 
through many hardships, as her two sons, 
Edward and Herbert, were only 5 and 3 years 
old. respectively. But last night she was the 
happiest woman in Chicago. She told what 
* fine boys’ her_.sons were and her eyes con- 
tinually wandered toward Theodora’s diplo- 
ma, which she received cum laude. 


Instructors Praise Girls’ Work. 
Mrs. Franksen, in her daily journeys to and 
from classrooms, has made it a point to be- 
come acquainted with all the instructers of 
her daughter, and declared she foun er 
work a real pleasure by virtue of the excel- 
lent reports each professor gave of the young 
woman's work. 
Since coming to the university the young 
woman has won a scholarship every year. 
She used to think, she said, that the tuition 
refunds were made in her case because of her 
handicap, but admitted that the ni Beta 
Kappa honor was proof that the scholarships 
were given on merit. Ring 
Because of a remarkable memory Misa 
Franksen has found it necesary to take prac- 
tically no notes in most of her classes. Lan- 
guage courses are an exception, she says, and 
these she handles through a machine which 
makes pinholes in the paper, whereby sue 
feels her way along.

Carnochan of Parsons, Closson & Mclivaine, 
Mrs. Astor’s lawyers, who also said the pay- 
ment of $15,000 to the lawyers for expenses 
of administration inciuded remuneration to 
the law firm for a great amount ot advice. 

The testimony of William M. Cruickshank, 
one of.the executors of Mra. Astor's wiil, 
has a bearing on the efforts of Appraiser x er~- 
eance to assure himself that the appraisal 
by experts of Mre. Astor's jewelry and art 
objects is not too low. Mr. Cruickshank said 
Mrs. Astor owned no stocks or securities at 
the time of her death that was not included 
in the Hat furnished the appraiser.

Men Walk; Beconse Il. 

They were fanowed by four men. who were 
purred on by a sense of the necessity, of 
heir presence at the coroner’s inquest. These 
nen were Duncan MacDonald, Illinois state 
presidemt of the United Mine Workers; Pat- 
rick Carr, a district officer of the United 
Mine Workers; Attorney Seymour Sted 
of Chicago, counsel for the mine workers: 
and Joseph H. Nicolai, secretary to the Ital- 
ion consi] general at Chicago.

He attended school at Luray, and 
was greduated by Columbian college. now 
George Washington university, at Washing- 
ton, D. C., in 1859, and by the Virginia Mil- 
tary academy in 1861. 

During the war Mr. Harris was a staff ofi- 
cer in Wilcox’s confederate brigade, and was 
ordnance officer of D. H. Hill's and Rhodes’ 
divisions. 

He moved to Kansas in 1865, His election 
to the Fifty-third congress was as a Popu- 
list with Democratic indorsement. He went 
to the senate in January, 1897.

Beside being active in the live stock expo- 
sition, Mr. Harris was a prominent member 
of the American Shorthorn Breeders’ asso- 
ciation and was vice president of the Denver, 
Laramie and Northwestern raliroad.

The Star of Montreal has discovered in 
@ recent suggestion of Tun Trisune a 
supersubtle plan to divorce Canada from 
the advantages she now enjoys at Wash- 
ington through the skillful services of 
trained British diplomacy. 

Tus TRIBUNE does not believe the 
Star’s suspicions are shared by our Cana- 
dian readers or by the alert and powerful 
newspapers of the dominion, such journals 
as the Toronto Globe, the Free Press of 
Winnipeg, or the Free Press of Ottawa. 
We are confident that it will not be cred- 
ited, because in the first place it presup- 
poses an unfriendliness to Canada for 
which there is no warrant to bé found in 
Tun Trisune’s policy toward Oanada, 
and in the second place, because our 
suggestion was not what the Star 
tuinks it is, 

Tun Trisune’s duggestion was this: 
That it would he to the mutual advantage 
of the deminion and of the United States 
if there were a Canadian or Canadians 
attached to the British embassy in Wash- 


ington and if the consul general at Ot- 


tu wa should have somewhat the same 
diplomatic or quasi-diplomatic standing 
which was accorded the representative of 
Great Britain in Bulgaria when it was 
under the suzerainty of the sultan, or 
of that which is accorded to the American 
diplomatic agent at Cairo, where he has 
access to the minister of foreign affairs of 
the khedive. 

The foundation of this euggestion is 
nothing dubious or Machiavelian. It is 
nothing more por less than the recognition 
of the fact that a great nation is grow- 
ing up to the north of us, and that, though 
Uruguay has her voice in the international 
councils at Washington, Canada has none 
directly her own. These considerations 
were the reason for the establishment of 
Tun Trisunz’s Oanadian parliamentary 
bureau, and they will presently result in 
the establishment of similar bureaus at 
Toronto and Winnipeg. In the large con- 
stituency served by Tue Trisune there 
are from a quarter to a half milion Cana- 
dians by birth or parentage and our people 
are going in great numbers over the bor- 
der. Tue’ TRI Bun would not check this 
imterchange if it could. But it is awake 
to the gteauily. growing importance of our 
relations political, social, and economic, 
and it believes that only one thing is 
necessary to the avoidance of friction, to 
the perpetuation of neighborly esteem, 
and to the fruitful growth of our inevita- 
ble relations.

THE OUTFLOW OF CAPITAL. 

The editor of the London Statist says 
the wealth of Great Britain doubles itself 
every thirty-three years and that of the 
United States every twenty years. The 
rapid doubling in the case of this country 
may be largely ascribed to two causes, 
One of them is the outflow of labor from 
Europe and the other, which the editor 
dealt with exclusively in his remarks 
printed yesterday, the outflow of Buro- 
pean capital, mainly British capital. La- 
bor and capital, between them, have de- 
veloped the great natural resources of the 
United States with amazing rapidity. 
Had either of them been absent no such 
progress would have been possible. 

The newer countries, with their untilled 
lands, unopened mines, and detective 
transportation systems, should rejoice 
over the fluidity of capital, the eagerness 
and ease with which it seeks the points 
of profitable investment. It is estimated 
that this country has obtained about 
$6,000,000,000 of capital from Furope. 
mainly during the last sixty years. There 
would have been slower growth if the 
country had had to accumulate that 
amount of capital through its unaided ex- 
ertions. 

The lenders of that 86,000, 000,000 have 
not regretted their action. Their money 
has earned them more than it could at 


home or in some of the other lands in 


which they have made investments. 
Their only regret is that they did not 
It would have 
been better for France, as M. Gabriel 
Hanotaux has said, if Napoleon III. had 
put the money he spent in backing the 
unfortunate Maximilian into American 
railroads and industria! enterprises. 

The United States, at first exclusively a 
borrowing country, has now become a 
lending country also. American capital, 
seeking higher profits than can be earned 
here, is flowing into Canada, Mexico, and 
Argentina and other South American 
countries. Purope is no longer their sole 
dependence. Nor, indeed, is Asia, now 
that American bankers are participants 

a Chinese railway loan. 

As the editor of the Statist says, the 
outflow of capital from the older to the 
newer countries wil] continue indefinitely. 
Thanks to the fact that capital cannot be 
kept at home, when it can do better 
abroad, the development of the resources 
of newer countries, especially when they 
have passably decent governments, will go 
on apace.

reigning family, but also by the great nobles, and 
trade and industry profited thereby to such an extent 
as to render the people of Brussels extremely grateful 
to their monarch. ( 
— ‘ 

All this has changed of recent years, and Brussels 
ascribed the blame for the altered condition of affairs, 
not without good reason, to the late king, whose demise 
has been looked forward to with great as 
destined to put an end tö the boycott and to render 
Brussels once more the most festive of old world 
capitals. For Belgians are much more devoted to pleas- 
are and to the good things of life even than the 
Parisians. 

There is nothing that renders a ruler so unpopular 
as when hie capital is shunned by his fellow sovereigns. 
Napoleon III. did not feel himself firmly established 
on the throne of France, nor did his ministerg 
his position as secure, until Queen Victoria was in- 
duced to spend a week with her children as ‘his 
guests, thus paving the way for other visits of the 
same order. If King Peters position is so unstable 
it is because his people deeply resent the fact that 
since the murder of Alexander the court of Belgrade 
has been avoided by foreign royalty and that the for- 
eign sovereigns, even his own sister-in-law, Queen Helen 
of Italy, have felt themselves obliged to decline to re- 
ceive his proffered visita. 

— 

The only exception has been King Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, who three weeks ago on his way back from 
Germany to Sofia, stopped. off for a few hours at Bel- 
grade to have a chat with King Peter, the first occa- 
sion of their ever meeting. Whether now that King 
Ferdinand has broken the ice, others will follow in 
his train, remains to be seen. But this is improb- 
able. For Peter has been given pretty plainly to under- 
stand that as long as he persists in keeping around him 
men who personally participated in the butchery of 
his predecessor and of Queen Draga he cannot expect 
either to be received by foreign sovereigns or to have 
foreign royalties honor his court with their presence. 

King Albert has a large family connection. He ts on 
excellent terms with all the members of the reigning 
house of Bevaria, to which his wife belongs by birth. 
One of his sisters is married to Prince Anthony of 
Hohenzollern, and another to Manuel d’Orleans, duke 
of Vendome. His wife, Queen Elizabeth, ts the niece of 
the emperor of Austria and of Archduchess Maria 
Therese, as well as of the widowed queen of Naples. 
He himself is a nephew of the king and queen of 
Roumania, while there has been a good deal pt in- 
timacy, unbeknown to the public, between the new king 
and queen and the present prince and princess of Wales, 
which has been purposely kept quiet, by reason of the 
strained relations of — hae with the court of 
England. 

—~>- 

As soon as the official period of mourhing expires 
King Albert and Queen Elizabeth will commence the 
customary series of visits to the various foreign courts 
which are now éonsidered incumbent upon every ruler 
on his accession. And then will come all the return 
visits at Brussels, and the Belgian capital will become 
once more a favorite rendezvous of the anointed of the 
Lord and will witness a revival of its old time glories. 

King Albert, like hie uncle before him, will not be 
crowned. Nowadays coronations have to a great ex- 
tent gone out of fashion and sovereigns content them- 
selves with merely registering a vow to comply with 
the terms and stipulations of the constitution, that is 
to say, of the charter and agreement between the throne 
and the people. It was thus that Queen Wilhelmina 
inaugurated her assumption of the reins of government 
on the termination Of her minority. King Victor Em- 
manuel began his reign in the same fashion. 
did Alfonso XIII. of Spain, and King Manuel of Portu- 
gal; as well as Emperor William, the kings of Wir- 
temberg and of Saxony, the king of Denmark, and the 
new king of Bulgaria. 

— 

King Gustavus V. of Sweden has positively declined 
to follow the example of his father, the late Oscar II.. 
and to submit to the ceremony of coronation, denouncing 
it as a useless expense, no longer in keeping with the 
spirit of the times. King Peter's coronation was the 
comic aftermath of a hideous tragedy; while the coro- 
nation of King Charles of Roumania, with a crown 
forged from the metal of cannon taken from the enemy 
in battle, afforded the foes of monarchy an opportunity 
of using it to illustrate their argument that thrones are 
based on brute strength rather than upon the will of 
the people. 

Only in Russia, in England, and in Hungary do coro- 
nations still retain a certain grandeur and impressive- 
ness, partly by reason of the antiquity of the cere- 
mony, which has been in vogue for hundreds upon 
hundreds of years, and also in a measure because the 
people of these three countries have been brought up to 
believe that the coronation carries with it consecra- 
tion and that it is not until*he has undergone the 
latter that the sovereign has any claim upon their 
ecclesiastical as well as their temporal allegiance. 

~~ 


Lord Sherborne, who has attracted a considerable

Lack of an Alarm System” Is 
Pointed To as an Addi- 
tional Danger. 


That the inmates of the Juvenile home, 771

She admitted, however, 
that the attendants were not required to 
test the locks to see if they were in working 
order. 

Lack of proper fire protection was further 
indicated by the absence of an alarm system.

Them Christmas Cheer. 


FIND 1,600 NEEDY CHILDREN 


Plans for Permanent Relief of Bride- 
well Inmates Is Sought. 


Oak Park residents are going to see that the 
families of the prisoners of the bridewell are 
remembered at Christmas time, and more 
than that, their investigation, hag started a 
movement for the alleviation of distress in 
the homes of these persons. 

Henry Neil, secretary of the Fine Arts so- 
ciety of the suburb, Mr. and Mrs. Carlos J. 
Ward. and Mr. and Mrs. Samuel W. Packard 
are among the Oak Park residents who for 
the last two days have been visiting the fam- 
ilies of bridewell prisoners for the purpose of 
discovering their needs for Christmas. 

“We found want and suffering in many 
homes, Mr. Neil said yesterday.
